heads, becauſe ( ſay they ) 
that an elementis not heauy 
in his naturall place ; Euen 
ſo finne doth not oppretle 
nor overcharge the conſci- 
ences of prophane men,and 
they feele not their conſci. 
ences burthehed, becauſe in 

is 
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is therein them as in his own 
naturall place, but it God 
withdrawecth a man out 
from this botteme and 
depth, and maketh him 
onceto breaththe aire of his 
grace, then the very reliques 
of linthatare in him weighes 
him much downe and weas 
ries him much. 

When thereforethe ſinne 
of the wicked is come to his 
full and laſt meaſure, then 
God, who by his patience 
hath inuited ſinners to re- 
pentance, who hath vnco- 
uered, dunged, and pruned 
this barren fhgge-tree three 
yearcs long, tinally fecing 
that it bringcth torth no 
fruit, and that the ſinner 
mocks at hislong patience, 


commands that the axe be

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laid vnto the roote of this 
curled tree, and rewardeth 
his long expeQation with 
the greatneſle of his puniſh- 
ment. Euen as when a wo- 
man condemned to death 
by law being found with

men , or Angels, who are 
ſuſceptible of contrary 
qualties without corrupti- 
on of their ſubſtance. Euen 
as the right of governing 
and of iudging the world, is 
deuolucd and fallen to him 
by inheritance, not happe-« 
ned by elecion:lo neither is 
he iuft and righteous to be 
conformable to lawes that 
any-hath impoſed to him, 
but as his Empire, ſo his Iu- 
ſtice isnaturall, 

This righteouſnelle be. 
ing neceſſarily ioyned with 
goodnelle, eAbraham had . 
reaſon to preſuppoſe,that it 
was more Cconuecnient and 
befitting this vpright good- 
netle, toſupportthe wicked 
for the good mens lake, 

= then 
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then to deſtroy the good 
for the wickeds ſake. Not- 
withſtanding it ſeemes this 
beares many exceptions, 
and hath many difhculries, 
For not to {peake of affi;Qi- 
ons for Gods cauſe, which 
befall the faithfull alone, 
while that the vngodly 
proſper as Chrilt ſaith, Tee 
ſoall weepe, but the world ſhall 
reoxce, becaule theſe aft}; &i- 
ons are honourable, a glo- 
rious reproach , honeſt 
brands & blemiſhes , ſcartes 
and l:ucries of our warfare, 
and conformiries to Iclus 
Ehriſt, I will ſpcake onely 
of cuils and affi.i2ns 
wherewith God puniſheth 
the good with the wicked , 
and that becauſe of the 
wicked ; God had forctolde 

C3 by 
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by his Prophets,that by rea- 
ſonof the fins of the people, 
the land ſhould vomit our 
her Inhabitants, which was 
ful5lled when Nebuchadnez- 
zar did lead the people cap- 
tive into Babylon with tne 
multitude of this rebellious 
people, Daniel and Exetel 
were led alſo away , az allo 
thoſe three men, who by the 
heate of their faith , ouer- 
came the heate of the bur- 
ning furnace, There were 
thegood afiiQed, for the 
wicked mens ſake, There 
were ſcauen thouſand in Sa- 
maria, and among the ten 
tribes,thathad not howed 
their knees vnto Bal, were 
thoſe exempted from the 
publicke calamitic, when as 


Salmanazar & Trglatpilezer 
kings 
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; -kingsof Syriadid leadethe 
ten tribes into captiuitie, 
Doth not God fay by his 
| Prophet Ezekiel, Chap. 21. 
| that hs ſmord ſpall ent off 
from the land of ]ſracl, the 
reobteous and ihe wicked, And 
vhen God faith in the18, 
Chapter of the Revelation, 
Comeont of Babylon my _ 
that ye-bewot partakgrs of ber 
finnes1,andihutye receiue not of 
her plagnes ? doth hee not 
warnethcm, that if ary of 
his people remaine there, 
he ſhall'be partaker of the 
plagues of Babylon ? And 
if God would now at this 
time afflia a kingdome, gi- 
1 ven ouecr to idolatry, and 
ſhould findethere a generall 
piague,who doubts but that 
the faithfull mixt with the 
| C4 ldolaters 
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Idolaters ſhould iacurrethe 


ſame danger ? 

To explaine vnto you 
this point. Obſerve that 
when God vilits a king- 
dome.or aCitie,vith a gene- 
rall affli&ion , by reaſog of 
the wickedneſle of the peo- 
ple, then thoſe of the faith- 
full, mixt with che wicked 
fhall cſcape, whom God in- 
tends to make as yet vieof, 
and toimploy them for his 
glory, and for thegood of 
his Church. So hee ſaved 
Noah from the vniverſall 
Floud ; becauſe hee woulg 
relerue him, and make vie 
of him, for the preſervation 
of mankinde. So alſe inthe 
dayes of the Emperour 
Urfpafian,the Church of the 


Apoltles that was 1n Ieru- 
ſalem, 
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ſalem, was warned to pgoe 
out of the Citie , and with- 
draw her ſelte to Pella on 
the other lide of Iordan, 
leaſt (hee ſhould be jnclo- 
led by the enemies in 
the belieging of the Citie, 
whereby it was razed down 
and the pcople deltrozed, 
Andin the 14. Chapter of 
Ezekzel, God ſpeakes after 
this manner : Sonne of m24n, 
when the land finneth agamſi 
me by treſpaſſmg grieuonſly, 
then will [ firetch out mine 
band pon it , axd wit breake 
the ſtaffe of the bread thereof, 
and will ſend famine wpor it, 
and will cut off man and beaſt 
from it ; though thoſe three 
wen, Noah, Danicl, and lob. 
were 18 ity they ſhould deliver - 
but their expe foules by their © 
Cs. righte- 
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righteouſneſſe, ſaith the Lord 
God; they ſhall not deliuer wei- 
ther ſonnes mor danghters.they 
opely ſhall be delinered , Be- 
cauſe that the conſeruation 
of theſe men was profita- 

ble tothe Church of God, 
But if God, who prouides 
for his worke as it pleaſeth 
him, will imploy no more 
ſuch a one, aad will quickly 
give hin the poſſeſſion of 
eternall life, then maruel] 
not if hedie as thereft doe 
and if the like and ſembla- 
ble accidents do befall him, 
notwithſtanding in his 
common aftiitions with 
the wicked, he hath parti- 
cular conſolation; God 
Siues him grace to profit 
by his cha(tiſemer:ts, andto 
take theſe baniſhments for 
flights 
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flights fromeche world, and 
walkingtowards God: Po- 
ucrty is vnto him a whole- 
ſome and profitable dyer, 
and 'an exerciſe of abſti- 
nence. In his death-bring=» 
ing lickenetle, Gods Angel 
allilts him ,, who wipes off 
from hin his ſweaty drops 
of bloud, and Chrilt Icſus 
ncere him ſhewing him the 
crowne of Glory, His death 
is as farreditferent from the 
death of others, as there is 
difference betweene the 
gates of hell, and the King- 
dome of GoJ.So Threthers - 
with che ſame flaile doe a- 
like threſh buth the corne- 
and the (traw, but to diuers 
endes; which are as Chit: 
Jeſus faith , To gather the 
Waheate into the Barne, but - 

to- 
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to binde the ſiraw in bun” 
dles, to burne it inthe vn- 
quenc hable fire, So the 
patſage through the red Sea 
was theruine of the Egyp 
tians,but was to the Church 
of Gud a patfage to arriue 
ynto the promiſed inheri- 
tance. In a word, the cha- 
filements wherewith God 
doth viſtethe faith full, hall 
pever be fully diftint and 
{ſcparated from thule of the 
wicked before the day of 
ivdgement; for then the 
ſheepe ſhall be called out 
from among the goatcs, di- 
vided ane ſet a part, and the 
earcs growen pelil-mell, and 
confuledly mingled with 
Wheate and that hath toge- 


ther endured both Rtorme 


and weather, winde and 
bayle, 
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havle,ſhall be picked vp by 
the Angels,cuen vnto the ve- 
ry laſt (lip and (prig, and be 
bound ia bottles, to be call 
into the euerlaſting fire. 

Notwithſtanding, Abra- 
bars might fecme to patle 
the limits of modeſty in this 
demaund, as ready to con- 
troule the aRions of God, 
«lt thou ((aith hee) deſtroy 
the righteour wth the withed? 
that be farre from thee ;, as 
ſhewing voto God his duty. 
Then afterwards hee ſeemes 
to vſe policy and Art to- 
wards God, endeuouring to 
obtaine of God by retaile 
and parcels, that which hee 
thinkes hee fhall not get by 
the whole, and all at one 
time; ſaying, If there be fifty 
rigbreout in the Citiegwil the 
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wot ſpare the place for the fiſty 
righteous that are therein ? 
And this being granted vn- 
to him, from fitty he comes 
to forty five, and from that 
to forty, and from that to 
thirty, and ſo atlaſt vnto ten, 
Hardly 1 ſuppole is thereto 
be found any Prince,be hee 
nener ſo meane and p:ttie, 
that would endure that any 
of his ſeruants ſhould leade 
him ſoby degrees,and abuſe 
thus bis gentleneſle, and yct 
notwithſtanding there is 
ſome compariſon betweene 
the greateſt Prince of the 
world,andthe meanelt beg- 
pers yea, betweene the cxcel- 
enteſt Angell,and betweene 

thePiſmire and worme, the 
diftance and inequalitie is 
notinkiaite for they arocrea- 
ruresz 
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tures, and there can be no 
infinite diſtance betwixt two 
finite things ; but thereisno 
compariſon betweene God 
and the molt excellent crea» 
ture that is; how much lelle 
betweene God and between 
a manga linner as Abrahavs 
was, who acknowledgeth 
himſclfe to be nought but 
duſt and aſhes? whoſe light 
is nought bur darkenelle? 
whole righteouineile is as 
filthy ragges? «hole ftrength 
Is as (moake that vaniſherh 
away? If God findes no 
ſedfaſtneile in his Angels, 
how much) lefle in them that 
dwell in houſes of clay, 
whole foundation is in the 
duſt, which are cruſhed be- 
fore the Moth ? Such as was 
the(plendor of Herods robes, 
when 


=" 
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when hee was eaten of 
wormes and gaue vp the 
ghoſt, in compariſon of the 
brightnelle of the Sun, ſuch 
isthe glory of man in the 
preſence of God, ard that 
ſmall luſtre which he hath in 
this world, is accompanied 
with thouſands of briers and 
incommodities, like a gloe- 
worme in the midſt of a 
buſh. What thinke ye is the 
higheſt heauen before God ? 
It is as apoint in his pre- 
ſence; and what is the carth 
in regard of heauen, but as 
a pointin compariſon ? And 
whatisa man in compariſon 
of the whole earth, but as a 
Piſmirewandring in a large 
countrey ? as the Prophet 
Haiah Chapter 4o.ſpeaketh, 
Beboldthe nationiare as 4 drop 
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of a Bueket, and are counted as 
the (mall duſt of the balance, 
and are as nothing before kim, 
And therefore eAbraham 
ſaith, Brbold I bane taken vp- 
on me to ſpeate vnto the Lord, 
which am but daft and after. 
Ie is alſo the end for the 
which God hath created 
man of the duſt, to the end 
that if he ſhould happen to 
glory of the light of hisvn- 
derſtanding, hee ſhould be 
preſently abaſed and abated 
by the remembrance of the 
birth and beginning of his 
body, and by the fecling of 
his infixrmityzand to theend 
hee ſhould vie and imploy 
this reaſon to pray vnto 
God, who lifreth the poore 
from the dult, and powreth 


his tsealuresintocarthen vel- 
ſels, 
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ſcls, that he would not:con- 
teſt againſt duſt, nor-enter 
intoan accompt with aſhes; 
that he wouly let it diſſolve 
by nature, without ditlcl- 
uing it 'before his time by 
the violence of his wrath, 
This is the conſideration 


which Dazid brings in the 


103, Plalme, to moue God 


to clemency'and compalli- 
- On. Like as a father pittieth 


bis children, /othe Lord putti- 
eth them that feare him; for he 
knoweth our ſrame, he remens- 
breth that we are aff, before 
whom wee carinot preſent 
our (clues, but our hbaires 
muit ſtare, our blood muſt 
freeze within vs, and all the 
pride wee have in vs muſt 
needes be abated by feare. 
All theſe conſiderations 
might 


Faſting and Repent ance, 
might make this priuate fa« 
miliaritie of e4brehaw with 
God, ſecme tobe excefhiue, 
as intending to controule 
theaRions of God; and his 
cunning with ſmall reſpet 
to inſinuate himfelfe little 
by lictle, and obtaine by pecs» 
cesthat which hee durſtnot 
demand all at once, 

Notwithſtanding inthat 
God hearcth him willingly, 
and accepts his demaund, 
hinders vs to preſume of any 
euill in fuch an holy andex- 
cellent ſeruant of God. 

To rclulue you of this 
pointe, ye muſt know that in 
a great (imilitude of words, 
there is often a great diſlimie 
litude of ſence and mitenti- 
on. Two perſons fomerimes 


well victhe ſamewords, and 
make 
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make the ſame ſignes, but 
to divers ends, and with d:f- 
ferent intentions. As in the 
17. Chapter cf Genelis, 


Abraham |aughes at the pro- 
mile which God made Rim 


touching a Sunne, this 
laughter in him is not repro« 
ued, becauſe it proceeded 
of ioy, not of ciſtruſt; but 
in tic 28. Chapter $«rah 
laughes at the lelfe fame 
thing, and is checked for it, 
becauſe God did perceiue 
therein hcr diſtruſt, as if the 
thing was impoſlible. Za- 
charie the father of [ohn Bap- 
1ft andthe Virgin Mary doe 
anſwere the Angel in words 
alike, ſaying, How ſpall 1by 
be ? In Zachariett was a How 
of doubt, i1f:e holy virgin 
Hagg it was a How of 1rqui. 
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ry,to demand inſtruction, 
Who could approue;in any 
other then in Aſoſes theſe: 
bolde words, Tet wow if thou 
wilt, forgine their ſanne, if not, 
blot mee I pray thee oat of 
thy booke which. thow haſt 
written ? | | 
You know that eb and 
Teremie preſt with anguiſh, 
have curled the day of their 
birth, I thinke that thoſe 
that are tormented in hell, 
ſay the very (ame thing; for 
as Chriſt ſaith of /zdas, it 
had beene good for thoſe 
men, that chey had neuer 
beene borne, But other was 
the motion that droue theſe 
holy men to this, other ehe 
murmuring of the damned; 
for theſe are moued and ſet 


on with hatred againſt God, 
but 
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but Job and leremic havelſuf. 
feredethemſelucsto flippe by 
infirnitie totheſe words of 
excelle , whercin I doubt 
not but they have greatly 
offended God, and have al- 
ked him - pardon thereof. 
The bubling ofcheir anguiſh 
have caſted forth for once 
ehis (cumme of their impa- 
tience; So in a man weaker 
in faith then Abraham, and 
lefſe accuſtomedroconferre 
with God familiarly, this 
priuats ſamiliarity might 
ſeeme excefſtue; but the hu- 
mility whereby he acknow- 
ledgeth himfelfe duſt and 
aſhes, and the favourable 
anſweres of God to his de- 
mands, doe exempt him 
from the crime of reme- 


rity, 
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Lec vsnotimputetoſub- 
tiley this. kinde- of inſinua- 
ting himſeltc ſo by degrees, 
nor lookefor anycraft ther- 
ing let vs rather attribute iÞ 
eo the nature of faith, which 
imboldeneth herſelfe by de- li 
rees, and maketh' her-ſelfe j 
amiliar little by little, by | 
how much ſhee acknowled- 
geth the eftets of Gods fa- 
your; forthe firſt fauoura- 
ble anſwers doe giue liberty 
ro make others; the firſt gra- 
ces of Gyd doe containe co- 
vert promiſes of increafing.

perfumed; hethat askesafter 
ſuch an vndecent manner 
mult looke to be refuſed.

laſt ſhe obtaines, belides the 
curing of her daughter, 
this teſtimonie of Chriſt 
thar her faith was great, and 
that hee ha4 not found fo 
greatafaith,nonorinlſrael, 
And this 1s that ſpirit of 
aJoprion, of freeretle and 
Iibertic, which makes, that 
as in aff; ions wee had ra- 
ther tall intro the hands of 
God,theninto the hands of 
men. becauſe his compaſli- 
ons are great and many; fo 
jn Marter of demands and 
requeits we dace aske of him 
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Faſting and Repentance, 
ſuch things, as we dare not 
aske of men,becauſe his grae 
ceand goodneſle are accore 
ding to his greatneile, that 
is fo lay, are incomprehen- 
fible. 

Nay, which is more, to 
give vs the more private fa- 
miliarity to call vpon him, 
alchough he doth vs good 
by his free-will, and with.

tious powre out their goods 
at the feete of an Idoll, doe 
lay foundations of new reli- 
gions, build Churches, giue 
offrings,buy matles and (er- 
uices at agreatrate and with 
an extreame col; that is to 
ſay, that ſuperſtition is ſer- 
vent in them, but true reli- 
gion key-cold in ys;thatthey 
to make a molten Calfe, doe 
contribute cuen vato their 
ilewels and golden eare-rings, 
whilcs that the {ct uice of the 

honour 
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honour of God is ill main- 
tained, | 
For theſe cauſes he had 
already ſent his deſtroying 
Angels, and had ſnatcht a- 
way his word from vs, had 
it not beene that even hee 
the ſame vnto whom Abra- 
bam (pake, who is his unely 
Sonne our Lord and Saui- 
our Icfus hath ſtayed his 
wrath, and therevpon hee 
hath conſidered ten righte- 
ous amidft this corruption, 
that is toſay,ſome few of the 
number of thetrue fairhful!, 
and of holy ſoules that fare 
him, and groane vnder the 
generall corruption ; for 
whoſe ſake he ſuſpends as 
yet his iudgements, and 
fpares the lockey andthoſe

thereof, for whoſe ſake God 
pardoieth the reſt: Let vs 
labour to increaſethe num- 
bcr of themzand that notten 
not thirty, not fifty, but that 
the wholetroupeand locke 
be truely the holy nation 
and ttc portion of the Lord, 
Let vs make our linnes 
hold ther peace that cry, 
and that their crie be ouer-

after we have no other will 
then his, no other trul! and 
confidence then in his 
promiſes, no other toy ther 
in hisloue, 

Andthat wee may make 
vie of our vices, and giueto 
our delires alawfull imploi- 
ment and occupation let 
not the violent have here- 
after any other violence, 
then that which taketh by 
force the Kingdome of 
heaven. Let viurcrs giue 
themſelucs co giuing to the 
poore,, for that is to lend 
vnto God by viury. Let the 
coueruus gather a treaſure 
in heauers I ct the quarrel» 
lers make an irreconcillable 


wairc againſt their vices. 
Let 
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Let the haughty and ambi. 
tious glory in the know. 
ledge of God, andin that 
they are the children of the 
molt high. 

If ye doe ſo , God who 


defires not che death of a 
ſinner, but his converſions 
whoſe compalſtions are al» 
waies open towards thoſe 
that ſceke him 3; will watch 
for your (afegard;z hee will 
blow vpon the enterprizes 
of our enemies, and will fru- 
{tracetheir hopes z his pro- 
uidence ſhallbe as a wall of 
fire about his Church, If 
you feare G 0D, you will 
not feare men, Beare your 
fclucs couragivus againſt 
mens threatnings, but trem- 
ble at Gods Word, who hath 
bought and redeemed you 

with 
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with too great a price, to 
leaue you. He will not deny 
you things necellacyfor this 
| preſent life, ſceing that from 
the foundationot the world 
he hath prepared for youan 
everlaſting kingdome ; as 
he himſelfte will proclaime 
in the laſt day.
